Italy and Spain came 
lo the forefiont, which Is quite 
logical as I see It, he stressed. 
Recently they Improved 1 their 
team play and physical condi- 
tion which helped Spain, lor 
Instance, keep up a very fast 
tempo throughout the game and 
al the same time, lo show bril- 
liant technique. 


In the competition of youth 
teams the USSR women's team 
defeated their West Gorman 
counterparts 17,533 — 1G.6I3 In a 
seven-event athletic contest In 
Kiev, capilal of the Ukraine, 
while lhe Soviet male decathle- 
les won 23.722—19,300. 

The USSR also won all the 
lop three places In both events. 
Svetlana Fllatyeva from Kirov 
was the top female contestant 
wllh 6.090 and Igor Sobolevsky 
from the Kiev Region totalled 
8,237 points.

Addis Ababa, Topical prob- 
lem! relating lo the socio-eco- 
nomic development of African 
countries, the strengthening of 
their unity and the elimination 
of vestiges of racism and colo- 
nialism In Africa are the sub- 
jects being discussed el the 1 9lh 
OAU summit hare. 

The OAU is an important In- 
strument in the struggle for 
consolidation of the political 
and economic independence of 
Iho African states, said the or- 
gantatton's Saczelary-Gcnerai 
frlem Kod]o, in his report 
covorlng the work done by 
OAU over ihe Bvo years. Ho 
called on tho countries of Ihe 
African continent to dovelop co- 
operation bclwcon ihemsolvos os 
part of a pan-African commu- 
nity, to strengthen Iho ranks of 
thn OAU and raise tho effici- 
ency of Its activities. 

The Presidium of tho Su- 


premo Soviet of the USSR and 
the Council of Ministers of the 
USSR have sent a telegram to 
the participants of the meeting 
which reads, In part, ss follows: 

We wholly support the Afri- 
can countries lo tholr desire to 
maintain unity, to consolidate 
the prestige of the OAU, and 
Incrcaso Its role, not only In Af- 
rican affairs, but also on the 
international arena despite the 
spirit of distrust and disunity 
which certain outside quarters 
are trying to sow within the or- 
ganisation.

Our 
country Is in favour of Africa 
becoming a continent of peace 
and good nolghhourllncss, and 
hopes for s successful conclu- 
sion to the efforts to convert it 
lido a nuclear-free zone. 


WESTERN FOREIGN MINISTERS 
MEET IN PARIS 



Parts. NATO foreign ministers 
heve bad a two-day meeting In 
tlie French capital. Sixteen min- 
isters attendee. This Is the first 
time since tho late President 
General de Gaulle announced 
France's withdrawal from NATO 
in 1966, that a NATO meeting 
has been held In Paris at the 
Invitation of the French govern- 
ment The European edition of 
the “International Herald Trl- 
bimo'' quotes French officials as 
saying that In talcing this ac- 
tion, Parts would like to con- 
firm Its Tole in the defence of 
tha West, and Its unanimity 
with NATO strategists In what

they describe ss countering the 
growing "Soviet threat" which 
the Atlantic alliance baa lo op- 
pose by a deterrent force. 

Political observers emphasize 
that tho present NATO session 
represents a direct continuation 
of the Williamsburg summit of 
tha seven capitalist countries 
which laid the foundation of a 
military coalition against the so- 
cialist countries and endorsed 
Washington's policy towards s 
further build-up In nuclear ar- 
maments and the disruption of 
the Soviel-Amerlcan talks at 
Geneva.

Williamsburg: against 
peace and development 


Peace and peaceful consis- 
tence, Independence, dUestne- 
men! end development are Iho 
crucial problems of today, was 
Ihe conclusion or tho March 
Delhi Summit of the Non- 
Aligned Countries, which urged 
Hie greet powers to halt the 
arms race, the slide to nuclear 
conflict, and to like urgent and 
practical measures fe ward oil 
nuclear war. 

Two end a Hell months later 
these demands wore '‘derailed'' 
al the Williamsburg mealing ot 
the seven (aiding capitalist In- 
dustrie! nations. In the name of 
"AH antic solidarity", which 
ipolli out unquestioned submis- 
sion to Iho American diktat, 
piece end peoples’ hopes were 
sacrificed for Hie umpteen Hi 
lime to the designs el Hie US 
mlHtery-lndusMel complex. 


Characteristically, Washington 
Instantly sounded Its disagree- 
ment wHb the decisions of the 


Delhi forum. The Stele Depart- 
ment branded the Delhi deefe- 
reHon as an "unbalanced" and 

? elemlc n document end made 
clearly understood that Amer- 
ican geopolitics Wes not going 
to reckon wHh the opinion of 
Hie developing states. America 
wil unruffled Try the (act Hist 
such a crude spurning of peo- 
ples' aspirations was cause for 
some confusion even among Hi 


allies. It took President Reagan 
lass than three months lo gat 
Hiem to repent end to receive 
i carte blanche to carry on his 
confrontation strategy, stopping 
nothing short of tho risk of un- 
leashing a global conflict. 

The Williamsburg statement 
was pretentiously called o mes- 
sage ol hope to the peoples ol 
Hie world and future genera- 
Hons— but what hope ware they 
really offered! 

In Delhi tha non-aligned 
slates urged Ihe great powers 
to reach agreement on banning 
the use ol, or oven tho throat 
to use, nuelear weapons and on 
Iho cassation ol their manufact- 
ure and deployment. A year 
ago the USSR solemnly pledged 
never te be the (krt to use 
nuclear arms. Sovlat leadari 
Hava suggested that a sharp 
reduction be made In nuclear 
arsenals and Hut their Moderni- 
zation bo freeztd. 

la reply tha Wfllhmsburg 
waders pledged to continue to 
Stock up end modernize the • 
nuclear , weapons. Hying In the . 
face of mounting protest, their 
own countries Included, the 
European allies confirmed their 
raadlnass fo host new American 
missiles this yair. There b no 
reason why the Soviet Union - 
should be the sol# target far 
. those weapons, particularly as 


It has a powerful potential for 
an answering strike. Tha opera- 
tional rango ol tha American 
missiles In Europe Is sufficient

In Delhi, the non-aligned 
slates again urged that tha 
blocs be dissolved, and similar 
proposals were rapealedly made 
to NATO by tha Warsaw 

Treaty nations, which also sug- 
gested an agreement on a non- 
extanslon ot the operation 
zones of the military alliances 
beyond their present borders.

The Delhi conference pro- 
claimed its support for global 
talks on e new economic order, 
for an Immediate International 
conference on currency and 
finance matters of eld develop- 
ment, that Interest rates bo 
reduced and stability rostored 
to tho raw materials markofs 
and Hwt trade protectionism 
be dropped. The Williamsburg 
summit only came up with a 
vague promise to "study” the 
possibility of an International 
currency and finance con- 
ferance, which sounds as If It 
Is lltNa more than a gesture 
towards public opinion. 

Less than a week passed 
before Interest rotes In the 
United States started climbing 
again, while the Issues ol the 
trade barriers, and the develop- 
ing countries' catastrophic dobt 
wero shelved. To please the 
United States the Williamsburg 
documents omitted all men- 
tion ol global talks on a new 
economic order. On orders 
from the White House the West 
confirmed Its loyally to tho 
"war of attrition" policy vis-a- 
vli the developing nations — 
tha aim being to continue to 
lay down its larms to the latter 
nations. 

Commenting on the Williams- 
burg upshot, newsmen and 
politicians agree that Raagan 
was badly In need of a show 
ol "Atlantic solidarity" on 
American terms to boost his re- 
election chances,

Situation 
in Bolivia 

La Pnz. The political sttaa. 
tlon In Bolivia on tha whole 
remains quiet and stable, said 
Mario Roncal, the country. 
Minister of the Interior 
Rumours about intensification 
tn ltae activities of the pro-fas- 
cist paramilitary gangs us 
groundless; they are spread In 
order to undermine the position 
of the government of democrat, 
ic end popular unity, to fan up 
an atmosphere of fear and to 1 
destabilize the situation In tho 
country. 

At present, stressed Mario 
Roncal, the police, the invest!* 
gative branch and the security 
service have the situation under 
firm control, and are pulling 
up an efficient fight against 
those disturbing law and order 
and against criminal elements 
and terrorists engaging In sep- 
arate actions against the pro- 
gressive Bolivian political end 
military leaden. This has made 
possible a sharp decrease In the 
crime rate over a short period. 

NATO CONTINUES 
TO REARM 

Brussels. The NATO Eurogroup 
has met in Brussels egalnst a 
background of continued arms 
bulld-up and the development of 
new types of weapons. The com- 
munique issued by the meeting 
calls for an improvement ot 
advanced technology In Ihe area 
of conventional weapons. The 
NATO defence ministers whole- 
heartedly advocated the streng- 
thening of tha alllance’e milit- 
ary power.

A major part ot the 
growth will be ensured by the highly profitable 
open-casts. In 1983 alone the Kemerovougol 
association will supply the national economy 
with 6 million 875 thousand tonnes of the luel. 

High production rates naturally require 
modern and efficient equipment. The basin’s 
most powerful walking excavator was brought 
here from Ihe Urals heavy engineering plant, In 
Sverdlovsk, al the beginning of tho current live- 
year plan period (1981-85). Tbe fact that 11 took 
over 100 trucks to carry It glvea a sufficiently 
dear idea of Its power.

A major farming oasis has 
been created In Kirghizia, a 
constituent republic In Central 
•Aala. It appeared when waters 
from (he Konuroguz River 
flowed along the concrete bed 
ot a new twenty-kilometre ca- 
nal which has been built at the 
height, of two kilometres above 
the sea level to irrigate e thou- 


sand hectares ol reclaimed land 
in the Toklogul District. 

For the first time the farmers 
here have sown grain cropB and 
perennial grasses. The concrete 
lining of the canal prevents fil- 
tration, while automated Intake 
and outlet structures save up 
additional reserves of water 
which will be enough to raise 


the amount of water supplies to 
two thousand hectares of arable 
land. This thrifty attitude lo 
water in the republic where 
arable lands have grown to one 
million hectares In area, has 
become one of the most import- 
ant tasks In Irrigation. An antl- 
flltratlon coating Is provided In 
the construction of the new and 
reconstruction of the existing 
cabals.

Tho Ural la lo preserve tho rare beasts and birds 
entered In (ho Red Doin Book ol tho USSR. Tho second 
Is lo Include them Into Ihe selection cycle, making 
use of all possible gene combinations and hybrid ani- 
mal breeding technologies. The third Is to find ways 
ol domcsllcallng those representatives ol wild nature 
which hava the potential to become a new branch ol 
animal breeding. 

This wide-ranging gena bank is breaking new 
ground: as well as collecting samples ol all the Si- 
berian latino, then ot the fauna of the whole country, 
If will proceed. In future, to collect samples from other 
countries. 

The normal approach fo the problem, both at home 


and obroad, Is lo create reserves tor one or more ani- 
mal species. Here they are to set up a national gene 
bank similar lo ihe one for plants pioneered by the 
Soviet Academician Nikolai Vavilov. 

Why have they chosen Ihe Altai Mountains lot the 
experiment? The focal climate has been recognised os 
possessing universal characterfsffcs suited to beasts 
and birds coming from different zones and regions, The 
mountains preclude ihe danger ol rivalry between va- 
rious members ol the species over ladder and the 
spread ol epftootlcs, In addition, commend the paper, 
the local Altai population are born animal breeders.
